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The strike on the lines of the United Railroads Co., over 
int. San Francisco is assuming ‘alarming proporitons, and it 
ondas to be put a stop to-by public sentiment-and action on the 
part of the people at-once, before somebody gets killed and 
things go from bad to worse. — 

That street car company is in wrong, and in bad, and the 
quicker the people of this whole section of Californioa let them 
knowait, the-better. Instead of treating with their employes 
in-a sensible and decent manner, as“others do, they were ar- 
rogant from the very start, and gave it ont raw that they had 
nothing to arbitrate. And now they are carrying on a enin- 
paign of intimidation by importing hundreds of thugs and gun- 
men from Los Angeles, Chicago, and wherever they can pick 
them up, arming them with gutis and ‘‘blackjacks,’’ and even 
pressing negroes“into. the mess— a class of bully niggers, too, 
that stop at nothing. : : 
We have had some experience with this class of ‘‘strike- 
Toreakers '?-gund happen to know that there is only one thing to 

do with ‘a -a-d buck nigger imported for fighting purposes, 
and that is -to kill him.. We do not advocate the killing by 
any means, bot make the assertion without fear of successful 

y contradiction \that nroral swasion has no effect whatever on 
that class of thugs. ; : ; 

We have a ‘‘hunch”’ that back of all this wage trouble 
between the car men and the U. R. Co. is a determination on 
the part-of the company to help break up organized labor, and 
before this thing is over it will come out, or we misg our guess, 
that the officials of the company stand in with the San Fran. 
cisco Chamber of‘Commerce and other like bodies all over the 
United States which have an understanding among them to 
break up union labor organization whenever and wherever pas- 
sible, and substitute in its place the ‘‘open shop’’ conditions. 
We venture the prediction that the-anti-union element of the 
Chamber of Commerce is backing the railroad company in this 
present effort on the part of: the company to disrupt erganiza- 
tion of its employes, and that this fact will be apparent soon, 

and ‘‘come out in the wash.’” a \ 

As far as the merits of the claims of the rail company. is 
concerned, there are none. They are wrong, and that’s all 
there is to it, and the News can pretty near preve it. ce 

In the first place, that company, like all other similar con. 
cerns, and especially all railrodd companies, is attempting. to 
do business. on fictitiotis values. In other words, it has out- 
standing three shares of bonds and stock that are nothing but 
** water?’ to every one share of real value, and it is ‘attempting 
to do business and pay dividends upon that doctered capitali- 
zation that is responsible for its present weak financial condi- 
jtion—not the poor devils that have been running the cars at 
a beggarly wage insufficient to keep soul and body together. 

_ This outfit has about $20,000,000 of real value in the or- 
ganization, while its outstanding stock and bonds are about 
$90,000,000, and there you are—that tells the whole story. In 
order to pay six per cent dividends upon its outstanding stock, 
the company. must in reality earn about twenty percent, to 
cover the ‘‘water’ and in order to do this, or attempt to do it, 
they have ground down their working mex to a standard of liv- 
ing which is a crying shame and disgrace, and should be put a 
stop to by intelligent and fair-minded people of this whole 
region. 

We knaw to adead mortal certainty that if this little eoun- 
try daily paper printing office can pay its men $25 and $30 a 
[eck for eight hours a day-work, that when the president of 
the United Railroads company says he cannet pay their men 
$21 a week he lies like a pirate. Common sense will teach any- 
body that the chhnees are they ean afford to pay a decent liv- 
‘jing wage a wole lot better than we can.
